Edmonton's Mountain Re- 
sort, Which Offers Va- 


ried Attractions 


—___—_—__ 


Summer holiday means rest—or it 
is not a holiday. Rest comes by 
change of scene and surroundings 
more than by merely ceasing wo-". 
The greater the change in surrou.id'ngs 
and the more striking the beauty of 
the scene the more assured and more 
complete the rest. The change froin 
the level monotony and =  illimitatie 
horizon of the great plains to the 
towering snow-clad ridges of the Rock- 
jes is a change almost from one world 
to another, From the world of grass 
and wheat to the world of rock ond 
forest, of icy glaciers and swift rivers, 
of glittering peaks and dark canyony. 
rom everlasting sameness to never- 
ending change of scenery. 

The town of Jasper, eighteen niles 
from the Great Divide, has a settinys 
that is not surpassed in mouatain 
grandeur by any other town im th 
world, On a high bench overlooking 
the valley of the Athabasca, where it 
makes a sharp bend, and at the point 
of junction of the Miette, thera are 
views up the Athabasca, down the 
Athabasca and up the Miette that are 
not surpassed in the world. The 
great attraction of the mountain scen- 
ery at Jasper is that while it is sur- 
rounded by snow-capped mountains, at 
close range, the valleys are wide 
enough—especially that of the Atha 
} basca towards the south—to >%ernut 
of a length of view that gives a truer 
idea of their beauty and grandeur than 
is possible when they are so close as 
to overhang the viewpoint. 

The town is not large, but it has 
j many pretty cottages. It has a ygrav- 
}ity water system, supplied from a 
(mountain lake. The G. T. P, and C. 
|N. R. both use the G. T. P. «tation, 
which is close to the town. Under the 
supervision of the parks department 
of the Dominion government, ~*9ads, 
pack trails and bridle paths have been 
built in various directions, so that 
there is a wide range of scenery read- 
ily accessible from the town. 

Pyramid mountain, 9,000 feet high, 
seems almost to overhang the town on 
the north, A road five miles in iength 
has been built to and half-way around 
Pyramid lakes at the foot of the 
mountain of that name. The drive to 
|the lakes gives a splendid view of the 
Athabasca valley. The lake is about 
}a mile in greatest diameter; of very 
clear water and very deep. Lake 
trout are caught in it by trolling, 
About four miles west of the town ‘s 
Cale@onia lake, where there is Ay fish- 
ing for rainbow trout, 

Maligne canyon is a remarkable 
plece of scenery, about eight miles 
from Jasper. The Maligne river drops 
nearly a thousand feet to the Atha- 
basca in a very few miles. The force 
of the water has worn the rock -nte 
strange shapes, almost tunnelling it 
in places, 

The road to the canyon passes a 
chain of three lakes ‘in the yalley of 
the Athabasca which are remarkably 
beautiful, whether viewed 
distance or close by. At a 
they show a remarkably varied and 
vivid coloring. At close range the 
water is marvellously clear carrying 
no shade of any kind, They are sur- 
rounded by spruce timber, and the 
shores are dry and sloping, They ure 
named Beau-Vert, Annette and Edyth 
respectively.

The spirit of hostility to everything. 


German which German atrocities have 
caused and are daily aggravating may 
not be as ephemeral as German trades- 
men, relying on the universal appeal
